L A F F - A - D A Y 


Man’s passionate love of freedom to 
live, to work, to write, to worship as he 
likes drove Venezuelans to revolt against 
the dictatorship of Macos Perez Jimines, 
now in exile after ruling the country for 
nine years as absolute dictator. 
Under his rule the cities of Venezuela 
flourished 
in 
a more or less 
perpetual 
boom. The river of oil profits from the 
fields at M aracav flowed into magnificent 
new superhighways, new university build­ 
ings, new hospitals, new schools and new 
apartment buildings for low income fam i­ 
lies. 
Some of the profits undoubtedly clung to 
the hands of greedy and unscrupulous po­ 
liticos, but Perez Jiminez himself was rel­ 
atively self-effacing, raising no vainglor­ 
ious statues of himself and rattling no 
swords for foreign wars 
What was lacking in this comparative 


paradise was freedom. Year by year the 
rumblings of discontent spread. Newspa­ 
pers were censored. Military men were in 
constant fear of the secret police 
Other 
elements of the population found enforced 
conformism galling. 
In the end it was the accumulating pres­ 
sure built up by all of these repressions 
which led to violent uprising. The Vene­ 
zuelan people found that freedom was 
worth fighting and dying for. 
Whether the people of Venezuela will now 
be able to set up a new government in a 
free election is not clear. Perez Jiminez 
has been supplanted by a provisional re­ 
gime largely dominated by the military. 
But the new rulers should know that if peo­ 
ple have almost everything their hearts de­ 
sire but are deprived of the dignity of free 
men able to speak their own minds, they 
will in time revolt in desperation.
